1, While in Europe recently, AECASSOWARY 2 and his colleagues 
discussed and drew up plans for the founding of an English l ang uage 
journal which would be printed in Munich, Germany, providing, of 
course, our financial support of this venture is forthcoming. This 
plan, including a tentative financial break-down, has thus been 
presented to the AERODYNAMIC case officer by AECASSOWARY 2 for 
consideration and approval, 

2, Judging from the plan itself, the undersigned believes the 
publication of such a journal has merits and should prove of value 
in the PP effort. According to AECASSOWARY 2, all arrangements 
for its publication have already been made and material for the 
first issue has been prepared, 

3, Considering the low cost of its publication, the proposed 
journal appears to warrant at least a one-year trial, subject to 
renewal if successful. Therefore, in the event the plan receives 
favorable comment, the undersigned will draw up and submit for 
approval an official request for funds for this journal to be 
included in the AERODYNAMIC/PP Project.

PLAN FOR THE PUBLICATION OF AN ENGLISH LANGUAGE JOURNAL 


1. Title of the journal : “Eastern European Affairs 

and Ukrainian Revue." 

2. Publication and distribution } The journal is to be published 
every other ironth in Munich, Germany and is to be distributed in Germany, 
France, Italy, United States, Great Britain, South America, and to other 
countries where there might be a demand for it. 2000 copies per issue 
are to be printed until such time as an increase of this amount is 
warranted. 

3. Format : The journal is to be printed 

in the size of book form "8", and is to contain roughly 6L pages. 

L. Publisher : The journal is to be published 

by "Prolog Publishers of Munich, Germany. The journal is to be 
registeredeither under the name of Dr. I. HRINIOCH (AECASSOWARY 3) or 
Dr. Bohdai^KQRDIUK . In the event it is registered under the name of 
"Prolog" Publishers, HRINIOCH and KORDIUK will be the principal officers 
of the journal for Germany. 

5. Editors: Dr. Ivan HRINIOCH, JDr.^ftohdan 

KORDIUK, Ivari^KOS HELL VET Z , Volodirair STAC HIV aod^Dr. BohdanHSLAICHUK. 

6. Associate Editors: Roman ILNITSKY, Zenon PELENSKY, 

Yaroslav^ELENSKY andTrT Lubomir ORTYNSKI. 

7. Contributing Editors : These will be selected from 

among various experts of Ukrainian or other descent (Hungarian, Rumanian, 
Italian, etc.) in various pertinent fields who will be asked to contribute 
on a voluntary basis - manuscripts for publication. Many contributing 
editors scheduled to submit their works are now living in Toronto, New 
York, Buenos Aires, Paris, London and Bern. This should lend an 
international flair to the journal. 

8. Business Office : The present facilities of the 

Suchasna Ukraina are to be used for this journal with Mikhaylo BORYS 
managing administrative matters, i.e. distribution, correspondence, 
etc. 
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9. The Objectives of the journal are : 

a) To present to its readers a current account of the 
struggle now being waged by Ukrainians and other nationalities 
of the USSR against the Communist regime* 

b) To present the contemporary political views of the 
Western World regarding the USSR. 

c) To present an analysis of the contemporary internal 
situation in the USSR and the trend of its development 
including the aims of Kremlin policy. 

d) To analyze the methods used by enslaved nations of the 
USSR in carrying on their struggle against the Soviet 
regime. 


e) To seek a successful Western anti -Soviet policy in 
hitting at the center of international communism. 


f) To seek moral and political support for enslaved 
nations of the USSR, especially for the Ukrainian nation 
and its quest for national and social liberation. 
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g) To {conduct research and an analyses of relations between 
the ens!bav^-arid Vatelli5e c^uhtfies of Eastern Europe and 






Asia in search of mutual cooperation and good neighborly 
relations in the future. 


h) To work out a concept for Ukrainian foreign policy 
during the independence struggle and upon achievement thereof. 

i) To analyze the international, political, structural, 
social, cultural and economical problems of the post-Bolshevik 
period of what is, today, the USSR and her satellites. 


10. Cooperation of non-Ukrainians in the .journal : The current 

planned Ukrainian editorial staff has arranged with non-Ukrainians 
(other exiles from the USSR and her satellites) now residing in the 
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West to contribute manuscripts for publication in the journal on a 
voluntary basis. Several manuscripts have already been received and 
more are expected later. 

11. The Budget : 

a) For one issue of 2000 copies, the cost of printing the 
journal will be as follows: 


Printing, binding, paper .. $ 800.00 

Translation of manuscripts to English. . 200.00 

Nailing costs 75*00 

Cost of manuscripts .••••••••• 250.00 

Administrative costs 100.00

b) The yearly cost of publishing the journal (to be issued 
six times a year) will be $7,125.00. Added to this will be 
the business manager's yearly salary of $1,200.00, bringing 
the total yearly cost to $8,325.00. 

12. It is expected that the journal will be sold at a nominal 
price which has not yet been determined. It is not anticipated that 
the journal can support itself without a subsidy. However, all profits 
from its sale will be used to improve the product and increase the 
distribution.
